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AN INCIDENT OF SHERMAN’SSIEGE 
OF ATLANTA. 


A Woman’s Appeaj to Sherman for Protection Gruffily 
Repelled—Goeneral MaecPherson’s Tender of 
Assistance—The Trembling Children—A 
Ride Through a Storm of Shot. 


ATLANTA, Ga., August 15.—I saw a gentle- 
man the otherday, Dr. T. 8. Powell, with 
whom I had a most entertaining talk about 
the war. During the talk he gave me<¢ 
scription of his visit to General Sherman's 
headquarters, which I herewith produce 
without any preliminary remarks. It will 
prove of special interest to the readers of THe 
ConstTITUTION, as these facts have never before 
been made public. Said Dr. Powell, who, by 
the way, is a brother-inelaw to the lady to 
whom he alludes; 


‘Having heard from what I considered a 
reliable source that the steady movements of 
the federal army on the east of Atlanta would 
soon stop all means of egress in that direc- 
tion, I hastenedout on the morning of the 
2ist of July, 1864, nearly eighteen years ago 
now, by way of Decaturto render what as- 
sistance I could to an unprotected family that 
would fall directly in the wake of the army. 
The people along the way, however, seemed 
so quiet and so little suspecting the approach 
of an enemy, I was about to conclude that all 
my haste was unnecessary. But on passing 
about a mile north of Decatur, I came to an 
house almostin sight of my destination. Im- 
azine my surprise at at finding here a force 
of confederates busily engaged putting 
up breastworks through the yard, 
aud otherwise preparing for an immediate 
attack. The young officer in command oi 
the squad was a noble specimen of the 
southern soldier,and,on learning my mission, 
was kind enough to assist me al he could. 
He stated that from all he could hear 
through the couriers I could easily reach 
the house and give such directions as I 
might think proper for the safety of the 
family and then escape before the coming 
of the enemy. 

But the sequel shows how badly he had 
been posted, for not ten minutes from the 
time 1 met him, a cannon bail from the 
yankee lines had torn his head from his 
body, and the very house from which he 
thought I could escape had been taken pos- 
session of by General Sherman and his en- 
tire staff as his headquarters. Lhe 
house was a large two-story 
building of heavy, hewn logs, and 
although its moss-eovered roof had for years 
been shaded by a grove of massive oaks that 
had grown up from mere sapplings since its 
erection, it was, nevertheless, strong against 
shot and shell, and in many other respects 
well adapted to military headquarters. 

The premises then belonged to James O. 
Powell, who was in the confederate service as 
sheriffof DeKalb county. His family con- 
sisted of a wife and four small 


de- 


children, and 
how this little family got along with General 
Sherman and his stiil jarger one may be bet- 
ter illustrated by relating an incident.

Mrs. Powell, on seeing the soldiers depre- 
dating through the yard,ventured before Gen- 
eral Sherman and asked if he would be kind 
enough to prevent the men from te: } 
down her Kitchen To this th 
haughty general quickly and gruffly replied: 
‘Madam, my family is entirely too larg 
for me to attend to your affairs now.” 

Turning away in silence, indignant and 
grieved at having no friend near to appreciate 
her helpless coudition; for had been 
turned out, of course, she face i General Me- 
Pherson, who had been intently reading 
newspaper. » had heard what Sherman 
had said, and, dropping the paper, arose and 
remarked: “fut, tut, general; this will never 
do. You must remember that this lady has 
done allin her power to make us coniforiaile 
since we have here, and her rizhts 
should be respected.”” Then to Mrs. Powell 
he said: “Madam, I. shall to it 
myself.”’ Personally he directed the in- 
truders to leave yard, and = had 
astrong guard put over the premises. Re- 
suming his seat and paper, he chanced to 
look up a moment later and saw for the first 
time the frightened little children who were 
erouped away in a corner, pale and trembling 
like so many condemned prisoners awaiting 
their sentence of death. To one of them he 
said kindly: 

‘My little mai, how do you feel to-day?” 

The little fellow stammered out: ‘‘Sir, I 
feel like something is choking me in the 
throat.’’ 3 

The noble. tender-bearted general no doubt 
comprehended it all, for it was the unfeigned 
expression of a child of that same sort of 
trouble that had often choked his own 
throat amid the _ horrors war to 
which he . had been so _ long eX- 
posed; and to the boy's jouching 
raply he said, with great emphasis: “Oh, my 
little man, there are many other throats out 
at the front much older than yours tual 
choking in the same way.”’ Then he pi 
him on the head and assured the others they 
should not molested. He evidently had 
reference to the fight then going on between 
the two armies, and which proved such a 
‘slaughter. The number of wounded and 
killed was unmercifully large, and Sherman 
was blue over the result. He was more mo 
rose than usual, as his officers assured me, and 
perhaps some excuse might have been found 
in the circumstances of his surroundings. 1 
have grave doubts if at any time in 
history of his march to tbe sea, if he 
greater misgivings as to the final success ot 
his cause as he had that day. The sullen foe 
in front was stubbornly contesting every foot 
of his advance while he was far away from his 
base of supplies, and even that morning, 1n 
the same vicinity, over one hundred of his 
supply wagons had been captured, rendering

interview with him. 

The gentleman to whom the information 
herein contained igs due isa respected citizen 
of this(Camp) county, and implicit confi- 
dence may be placed in his statements; but 
for obvious reasons he desires that his name 
be kept from the public. He referred to nv 
papers, but is confident that he is correct. 
The following may contain nothing very new, 
but it has the merit of coming from one who 
was closely connected with those of whom he 
speaks. The substance of the conversation is 
given below. 

Correspondent—Is it true that you are re- 
lated to the Younger brothers and also to the 
James boys? 

Answer—l am not related to the James 
boys, but am cousin by marriage to the 
Younger brothers. Many believe that the 
Youngers and the Jameses were relations, 
but this is a mistake. 

Correspondent—When did you first make 
their acquaintance? 

Answer—When a boy I lived only a few 
miles from the James boys, in Jackson 
county, Mo., and at one time went to schoul 
with Bob and John Younger. Those who 
knew these men by reputation only are apt 
to consider them as brutes, fit only to be 
slaughtered, and incapable of many senti- 
ments. The fact is that they were chivalrous 
and true-hearted. 

Correspondent 
en cer ul Crile. 

Answer—The federals butchered the father 
of the Younger brothers, the father of the 
Jame- boys, my own father and many others; 
the father of Joseph Lee, the Louisiana guer- 
rilla, among the rest. They were killed by 
Pinock’s ‘‘Kansas Red Legs’’ in obedience to 
an order of extermination issued by Colonel 
Jennison, of the Fifteenth Kansas Cavalry. 
By way of retaliation many citizens. of Jack- 
son county, the Younger —— and the 
James boys among the numbef, organized to 
avenge the marderof their fathers and friends, 
and to recover stolen property. One crime 
committed in the first heat of revenge 
brought on another, and soon they were out- 
laws. 

Correspondent— W ho was the leader of these 
men? 

Answer—Charles Quantrell, a native of 
Maryland and g ‘‘rebel’’ to the core. His 
military skill was simply marvelous. Around 
Independence were enacted some of the most 
desperate scenes of the whole war. Quantrell 
at times seemed hopelessly surrounded, but 
we always cut our way out, 

QUANTRELL SEEMED TO LIKE A TIGHT PLACE, 
just as ‘‘Jeb’’ Stuart did. ‘‘Quant,’’ as the 
boys called him, was a terrible fighter. It 
was such scenes as the slaughter of parents 
and friends, the fight at Tate’s House and the 
one at Lone Jack, that developed that thirst 
for revenge and bloodin the Younger and 
James boys which sometimes transtormed 
them into veritable demons.

Earth's highest plages with never-failing hope of 
Heaven combineliitwas thé possibility of his com-

Marriage came with the woman ever worthy 
of him, always dev*%ed to him, ever dear to him, 
and for whom his trembling tiigers traced the last 
word, ‘‘dearest,’’ and afterward wrote no more. A 
family fond beyond expression and proud of him 
even to idolatry gathered about bim tirst and-last. 
The home altar of prayer arose, in which as the 
priest of his house he consecrated them to God. 
rhe church at LaGrange—where he went to reside 
in thepractice of law—enjoyed at once his liberali- 
ty and Mg labor. 1 would also with the proper em- 
phasis mark the earliest puclic service in which his 
magical powers of speech were used for the goed of 
his state. Called forth by his veizhbors he put 
himself upon the side of personal subriety and the 
duty of civil goverment to give protection agaiust 
temptation in a series of speeches made in Troup 
immediately after the elose of his college life. Huis 
views were supported by hisown example. Un 
pledged, he lived and died a sober man, having 
abstained wholly through all his life: He 
reasoned with Paul-like penetration of 
a Temperance that stands upon Righteous 
ness and hoped forthe judgmentto come _ This 
Was more than thirty years ago. Idess on this 
momentous subjectof intemperance have moved 
on since then. Statesmen look at itnow by the 
light of the public welfare, the judiciary are wear 
ied by its breach of law and brood of crimes, aud 
citizens see wealth, peace and purity wither by its 
blast. The testimony of Seuator Hill’s opinion 
and examples, from first to last, was aguinsta 
wrong by which our country suffers in almost every 


His entrance into public life seems to hay» been 
imperative. His people, pleased by his manners 
aud proud of his gifts, pushed him ovtitto that 
tierce light which beatsnpon all public men. He 
found himself, almost he knew it,in the 
midst of the dangerous whirl. 

Few men wholly escape the perils of public life- 
The billowy oceans has buried in i's dark unfath 
omed caves more navies than it floats. The haz, 
ards of political strife must be met by good men 
but let him who seis his prow seaward and pushes 
out from the safe bays where the still waters are, 
take heed lest his boat be beaten to pieces by the 
boisterous billows or strand on some rocky coast. 
Some have thus ventured—lost all—made _ ship- 
wreck of fait in man, in God, and every claim of 
Heaven—then gone down between the jaws of 
waves. that opened wide totake themin Uthers have 
suifered themselves to be tossed about until the 
rigging was rent, spars splintered, aud all their 
moral machinery tumbled into such mal-adjust- 
ments that they rolled in helpless drift on the great 
sea of publie iife; and yet, after all have righted 
up, rerewed their strength, readjusted their rela- 
tious to God and man ayd*gone by His grace in 
glorious beauty into the Waven of eternal rest. Not 
many have sailed thoge seas weathering every tem- 
pest without the wrenching of a bolt, Still some 
men have thus lived in public service, and all men 
may so live as to preserve their firmness of faith, 
serenity of spirit and purity of life amidst the most 
riotous political turbulence. 

Senator Hill did not escape these perils, of which 
Ispeak, nor would his most partial friend declare 
that he was unaffected by them, His first error, 
however, was strangely caused. by his reverence. 
He conceived as he told me that public men should 
not be officious in religion lest they bring reproach 
upon the cause. His views, of course, were wrong. 
The prevalence of his opinion and its extension to 
ali men in secular business, would paralyze the 
arm of the layity and. commit the admunistra- 
tion of human redemption to a close corpora- 
tion of clergy. Nocondition oi religiou would be 
more deplorable. But he formed this opinion in 
the beginning with a clear conscience, and de 
clined to officiate in religion after his opens en 
trance into politics. , After that I am sure hi re- 
ligious joy began todecline, and yet in all his 
career, whether possessing or lacking the joy of. 
salvation, he held faust to the cardinal doctrine 
taught by that Divine Saviour Who, with ineom- 
parable speech, revealed the fathomless truths of 
man'sonly faith. This heim, his fixed faith-in all 
that Christ is and taught, kept the prow of his life 
pointing heavenward even while it was tossed 
abouton the tremulous waves-of his uncommon 
career. 

Lrevive with sincere pleasure the recollection of 
a personal incident that bears on this siage «of bis 
spiritual life. We walked together one day while 
in the old state capitolat Milledgeville and sat 
down onthe bank of the Occuee river. Itwasin 
i860 when the fearful question of the union's dis- 
ruption was tossing all mindsin a tempest of trou- 
ble. Hleaas dreadfully afraid of secession, and I, 
many years his junior, could not share his alarm. 
We were both members of the state s: nate, citizens 
of the state, members of the churc& and responsi- 
ble for ihe part we were taking. The die, however, 
was castand nothing could :tay the culamity. As 
we satand talked he suddenly said to me: “Is it 
not strange that we who are both Christiaus should 
trust so muchin this matier to human wisdom. 
We are praying men, and set how we differ! Iam 
afraid,’’ said he, ‘tas much of the moral as of the 
political dangers of secesssion.’’ s8%0n after 1 went 
to war, for which I was most fitted, and he went 
into the councils of the new government, for which 
he wasso well adapted, and we met no more for 
ten dreary years,

Our country is Christian. Itis not intidel. It can 
never be so until it suffers subv.rsion from. the 
foundation stone. The great Webster spoke truly 
when he said that Christianity is the-common law 
of the United States. Happy that people whose 
rulers are righteous men. The good genius of civil 
government smiles with happy heart upon the state 
whose God is the Lord! 

It was a cheering reflection for this brilitant 
statesman who drew so mueh attention to himsel 
thatin all his life no sentiment escaped his lips 
that wotld suggest a doubt concerning 
the Christian faith ; no proiane nor 
low word was ever uttered to be caught up and re- 

eated ; nor revel of a! sort induced any to err 
rom the strictest morality; and he stood unim- 
peachable of offense against his young couutry- 
men. In his influence over young men he fuitilled 
the duty of a statesinan as laid down in the an- 
cient books of state craft, that the rulers teach the 
youth by precept‘and example how to govern first 
themselves and next the commonwealth. I have 
seen them grasp his hand with manly emotion and 
oaway with his last words of ehristian ‘counsel. 
You'd thatall may emula.e both his greatness and 
his faith. 

In all this period of worldly strife he never 
ceased to reverence the sanctuary. His liberality 
did not abate. When i wrote to him in Washington 
for his subscription to complete this church he re- 
plied by telegram in a sum advanced beyond every 
giver, and I cut it down to equality with the fore- 
most contribution. He tendered me, when he him- 
self was already feeling the pang of pain in his 
tongue, one hundred dollars a month to ststain.a 
reverend and eminent suffererat Eureka Springs.

This traverse with rapid stride over tke active 
life of this illustrious Iman has been made with 
scarcely an allusion to his civie career ‘but his 
comrades in cur country’s councils, his brethren’‘of 
the bar, his fellow-men of all pursuits, have al- 
ready begui to uttera vast volume of praises de- 
scriptive of his course. lam borne bya single pur- 
pose over those periods ot his earliest history on 
through the stormy times of the confederacy into 
the murky gloom of she reconstruction era, in all 
of which I see his good angel hover with anxiety 
avout him and seek to keep him steadfust in the 
faith. Still on, in state and national triumphs, 
evidently ascending iu fame and accumilattog 
power until God, with a touch as light as a feathers 
fall, makesa minute wound like the gash of a cath- 
bric needle upon his.woudrous tongue and doum- 
him to certain death. 

Two years ago, at my house, he told me of this 
trouble The secret was already getting out, but 
meu could searcely believe. He was being urged 
to speak on the questions of the hour all over the 
state; but he could net, must not; in very truth he 
desired not.to enter the warm affray of frends 
which was then apits heat Sadiy he contemp ated, 
even then, the possibility of being silenced by dis- 
ease. The whole sad story is now only too well 
known, and we are left the heritage of wealth 
which his sufferings yielded. 

I will name asone happy result of this tragic 
close of his life that Senator Hill’s suffering has de- 
veloped to our view the great love which the people 
of his state hud for him. He enjoyed threugh life 
unmistakable proofs of popu:ar affection which 
gave me no surprise aiterthe first davin which it 
was ‘my good fortune to hear him speak. I was 
just entering on manhood and he was just com: 
mencing his brilliant: auvass forthe chief magis- 
facy of our great state. I stood amonga multitude 
and, beheld with rising wonder the great tides of 
eloquence pouring outin mysterious powers from 
thrilling voice, glorious eyes, courtly grace of ges- 


off its feet and took it to himself. He has notal- 
Ways turued my head, but I have never reealled 
my affection. He was nota manyof the people in 
the common meaning of that term. His constitnu- 
tional reserve, his fondness for thinking alone, his 
s udious habits and his family attachments kept him 
away from the social world. But he was alter all 
atrue tribune of the people. He loved them in 
pure benevolence. His speeches are full of lofty 
sentiments concerning the claims of the humblest 
man, Noone was readier than he to render the 
lowliest colored man his just rights under the law 
asa fellow being. 

There was, therefore, a generous outflow of the 


popular heart to him. Iam sure that in the first 
decade of his political hfe he was more popular 
than his party platforms. He drew his friends to 


him after the manner of Henry Clay, and the de 
feats of both in contests for popular suffrage arose 
from similar causes. There was ever a state pride 
in his eloguence, and now and then he was the 
idol of the people. Yet he suffered his impetuous 
thoughts to bear him beyendal popular following, 
aud sometimes strangely dared to brave the people 
he loved DY deelaring opivions far ahead of the 
times, and assuming attitudes that they could mot 
understaud Buthe yearned after popular affec- 
tion with dll his great heartand God gave him by 
suffering the revelation of the love he pined to 
know, 

Two years ripened the mellow fruit for his taste. 
Suffering such as he endured with Christian hero- 
tsm called unto the deep of sympathy to send forth 
its most precious treasures and it responded. 
Friends who had loved him long, loved him more 
than ever, and generous foes laid down all weapous 
of assau tand wrote in tears of bis greatness, an: 

the country’s loss, Eminent national leaders 
touched with the sadness of his stroke hastened to 
cheer him with warm assurance of sym athy. He 
was followed from place to place in his search for 
life with streams of universal thought and feeling 
and prayer. And when at last he entered Georgia, 
to leave itno more until the gate of Heaven opened 
for him, his people thronged all stations to see his 
face again. Then, this capital city opened her 
armsto him. Uncovered, silent, tearful stood the 
people in sorrowful ranks as he passed through 
them to his home. They would have borne him in 
theirarms. «nud from that moment on until this 
hour, the dempnstration has not ceased. 

Oh how priceless isa people's love! The mere

THE WINDING RIVER . OF THE 
GEORGIAN MOUNTAINS. 


A: Romantic Young@an Lost in Indian Legend and 
Laughing Water —Huge Crests ot Rock, Confus- 
ing Mists of Spray. Rushing Cascades and 
Mighty Falls, and the River Below. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

TALLULAH Fas, August 19.—Some years 
ago, when I was a giddy youngster, and I am 
not much better than that now, a friend 
came to me one day and made this pretty 
speech: ‘Tam going to Tallulah Falls; you 
have never been there, and I want you to 
write mea description of the place as you 
think it ought to look, judging only from 
what you have heard and read.”’ I complied 
with the request, of course, merely making 
it a piece of descriptive composition entirely 
imaginary. As Ii indite these lines I am 
sitting on a rock that crowns Tempesta, and 
the thought comes back to me of my youth 
ful effort, and how cemmon place if seems 
now that any one, even when here, should 
attempt to puton paper a picture of these 
Zisteshed waters. 

This is truly a historic spot. [n_ these rug- 
ged mountains, formed from crystal springs, 
flow the fountains that form two of Georgia’s 
most famous rivers. In the valley of Na- 
coochee runs the spiral liquid thread that 
unwinds itself into the Gulf as the Chatta- 
hoochee, Then the Tallulah rushes blindly 
through the gorges, laughs 4 happy song at 
the towering crests of Yonah and Hickory, 
skips restlessly oyer the shoals of Indian Ar- 
row rapids, roars in the ears of loungers on 
the hotel verandah, whitens into foam at Lo- 
dore, dashes into spray below where I now 
sit, and becomes *“Tailulah the Terrible” at 
the Hurricane and gradually quiets into pla- 
cidiuy, down,on down the grand chasm, where 
it finds an outiet and rushes into the arms of 
the Chattooga where the Tuggaloo is formed, 
and the latter empties hand-in-hand with the 
Seneca where tue Savannah spins out toward 
the sea. 

Asa matter of course there are many 
legends associated with Tallulah, all of them 
Indian. The name, as 1 have always heard, 
means ‘‘terrible,”’ but one of the old inhab- 
itants told me a day or two ago that ‘“Tallu- 
lah, the terrible,’ was a misnomer, and that 
the Indjan deriyation of the word was alto- 
gether different from the generally accepted 
meaning. Just as 1 asked him to give me its 
true signification some one called him away 
and I am stillin igneurance. But to call Tal- 
lulah terrible is not enough. 
thing else that ought.to be said about it, but 
there are no words yet invented that will do 
it. Itissublime! Yes, and grand! Since 
I have been sitting here ar Elberton excur- 
sionist came up and said, “Nice, ain’tit?’

TALLULAH RIVER. ‘ 

Tallulah river is one of those clear, green- 
ish-lgoking streams that flows over a bed of 
rock tbost of its course. The banks, too, are 

“generally rock, and consequently it seldom 
muddies, even from’ heavy rains. To-day it 
has a deadened caste forthe first, time in 
weeks, But still it is almost clears The 
width of the river is about one bundred feet. 
but its depth is very deceptive, like al! clear 
water. Over the rapids it does not look a foot 
decp, but in the very places where it seems 
most shallow a depth of six and eight feet is 
most likely to be. Where there are no rapids 
itisvery deep, and the pool at the base of 


Hurricane gills i: aid to be fathomless. Fo: 
several miles above here the river runs 
through solid walls of rock, varying 


in height from ten to one hundred 
feet, which gradually increase below untii 
some of the elitts go up, HS solid aS Gibralter, 
fornearlya thousand feet. Looking upfrom the 
Grand chasm or down from Point luspiration, 
these hivh walls, smoothin places, or covered 
with almost tropical verdure in others, full of 
crevices and rent asunder by the bolts ot 
heaven, wet in spots by the spray of the falls, 
present a veriedness of scene not to beefound 
in all of America. And this is the chasm of 
Tallulah. ‘The country around is broken and 
at any point one desires or happens in, the 
monotony is relieved and something new can 
be found as easily as one breathes. When 
the eye gets tired, or the ear wearies at the

cane, a few steps on, uplifted eyes will change 
the view, and 500 feet above Dinahi’s Rest 
leaus out and overlooks the water below.

The volume of water in the river here is 
said to be greater than that in the Oconee, 
and the first arop it take’ is at Indian Arrow 
Rapids, where, the height from the river level 
is 0) feet. From these rapids the river sud- 
denly reaches the first precipitous fall, and “ut 
an angle of about tuirty Ladore 
falls bound into a basin below, dropping forty 
feet from a perpendicular, the lengih of the 
fall being probably 100 feet. Leading down 
from the hotelisa good path, and we can 
ret right over Ladore and touch the waters 
with the hand. This is the first place where 
the great power of Tallulah becomes striking. 
The water from above does not strike the ledge 
over which it poursin a straight line, but 
coming diagonally,.it forces the tall against 
the side of the wali of rock, rugged enough 
evervwhere, and dashes itself into whitened 
foam as it reaches the basin. This latter ed- 
dies and boils around the foot of the falls and 
then spreads out for about 150 or 200 feet, 
The river then passes through a narrow chute, 
probably notoyer ten fe et wide and Tempesta 
Falls appear. Above this basin is Dinah’s 
Rest, 250 feet above the river, projecting rock

The air 
has become so surcharged with sound that 
five feet away the loudest noise cannot be 
heard. Silence and abject awe are all one 
can feel; to speak would be a sacrilege, and 
contemplation is overwhelming. If the scene 
above is frightful, it is terrific here. What 
sublimity there may be in other falls, this is 
Taliulah, and there can be no comparison. 
To.stand here is horrifying; to leave is impos- 
sible. I look steadily at the spectacle, and 
ami rivited to the spot. Tempesta is lost even 
to memory, and Lodore gone forever.
